SECTION 7, 
i appeareth as well by the Pope's Laws delivered in Decretal E- 


piſtles, which were particularly,and upon ſundry occaſions direct- 

ed to the Biſhops and other Clergy-men of this Realm of Eng- 
land in Popiſhtimes ; as alſo by the report of our Engliſh Hiſtories, 
that at ſuch time as the Biſhop of Rome had his full (way in this Realm, 
the Authority of the King was ſo obſcured, as there was hardly lefr 
any ſhew of his Sword and Dignity. And on the other ſide,the Subjects 
deltitute of ſuccour by their Natural Prince, and left troa moſt miſera- 
ble ſpoil and rapine of the Pope, and of ſuch as it pleaſed him to give 
them in prey ; whereof theſe ſpecial Grievances here collected , may 
ſerve for teſtimony ; beſides a number of others , which come not to 
my memory; but may be eaſily ſupplied by any indifterent mans care- 
ful Reading. 


GRIEF INCES. 


T. The firſt Grievance was, The Exemption of the Clergy ; who being p.m; 
a conſiderable part of the Realm, by reaſon that great numbers as well © or tte 
looking to Preferments that then were beſtowed upon that State ; as Ciug 
alſo drawn by Priviledges and Immunities which they infinitely en- 
Joyed above others, ſought to be of that number, were wholly exempt 
(or arleaft ſo rook themſelves to be) from all Juriſdiction of the King 
and his Juſtices, not in Eccleſiaſtical Cauſes only , as then they were 
termed, but even in Cauſes Civil, and in Matters of Crime ; though 
the ſame touched the Prince and his Danger in the higheſt degree.

2. Whatſoever Laws the King 1n his Parliament made, which in any 
fort impeached the Privil-dge or Liberty of tie Clergy , or touched 
their Lands or Goods, were for that time holien by the Pope and his 
Clergy, void, and of no force. And it helpe4 not the'Ki:r:g, how juſt 
Caulc toever he pretended of any right appertaining io his Anceſtors. 

For ſo are the Popes Laws in precile terms, ſave that ſome of the 
later fort reſerve to the King, Laws touching Services, and ſome 0- 
ther rights 1n Church lands. c. gz.

poraltics, and toreturn them into the Exchequer, which was exe- 
uted accordingly. The King and Queen repairing to York the next 
Mid-Lent, the Archbiſhop upon more ſober thoughts, mace his Peace 
ith theKing, ſubmitted to pay ſuch a Fine for his Offences, as 
our Biſhops, and four Barons elected by them, ſhould adjudge, and 
abſolved William de Stutvil the Sheriff, and James de Paterna, whom 

he had excommunicated, and recalled his former Interdstt. 

King Edxard the Firſt was in a like caſe reſiſted, by means of 
Robert Kilwarby, Archbiſhop of Canterbury. For when the King in 
Parliament, holden at St. Edmonds-bary, demanded there a Sublidy 
of his SubjeCts , the Temporalty yielded an Eighth part of the Goods 
of Citizens and Burgcfſes; and of other Lay Perſons the twelfth 
part : but the Clergy encouraged by the Archbiſhop, who had pro- *'** 
cured from Pope Boniface the VII Immunity from Subfidies (which I ;,,;;

In the Fortieth year of King Henry the Third, Boniface, Archbiſhop 
of Canterbury, madea large Conſtitution, wherein he terteth forth how 
the Clergy ſhall proceed againſt the King, by whole Writa Clerk is 
called in his Court to anſwer for Matters pertaining to the Eccleſia- 
ſtical Judge; and declareth that it ſhall be lawfiil ro interciCt all the 
Kings Lands and Poſſefſions: Th's Archbiſhop had ſummoned a 
Council of Biſhops and Archdeacons, that like the Mrirtyr Thomas 
(faith Matthew Paris) he might encounter the Enemics and Rebels of 
the Church, and be a Wall of Detence unto it, as was pretended. 
The King directed his.Prohibitions to him and the Biſhops,not tomcer

Ar length his 
Suſpenſion is roken off, but he not to return into Englaed till Peace 
made bertwixt the King and his Barons. 

Ralph N.v 1, Biſhop of Chicheſter , and Chancellour of England , 
being choſen Archbiſhop by the Monks of Canterbary, was approved 
by the King, and put in Poſſeſſion of the Temporalties by- aad by.

The Ufurpations of the Popes Legars 
and Agents , by Exaftions, Proviſions, Diſpoſing Churches'ro A- 
lens, and other Innovations, became fo intollerably Oppreffivetd. 
all forts of People in England, that by ſeveral Letters of Com- 
planit diſperſed againſt them, im the year 1231, 1232, there was 
ſtirred up a general Commotion and Oppoſition againſt them 
throughout England : for finding that moſt of the Ecclefiaſtical Liv- 
ings of this Realm to be in the hands of Strangers, they were fo.

hurches in Interdict. He injoyned the Prelates upon p rin of Ex- 
Ommunication, to make that ColleCtion ſpeedily, and without 
clay. All that ſhould croſs that Holy Work, he Excommunicated 
pſo fafFo. He would be paid in new Coin,, and of good Weight. 
e took the Tirhe, even of the Corn in the firſt Blade, that is, of 
he Crop of the year after. 
In theſe Exactions he was ſourgent and griping, that the Pariſhes 
ere forced to engage the Chalices and Church-Plarte to fatisfic his 
ovetouſieſs, And he had certain Uſurers with him , who lent.

The State of England was deplorable, for hungry 
talians of the baſer ſort , with Bulls and Warrants from the Pope, 
ame daily ro fleece the People, and to raiſe ſuch ſums of Money, 
s they would demand upon the Clergy. If any denied what they 
emanded , he was preſently Excommunicated. And they that held 
he great Benefices were Strangers,who were but the Popes Farmers, 

This cauſed Matthew Paris, that lived then, and beheld theſe 
hings, tolament, Thas the Dangbter of Sion was become like 4 (pame- 

leſs Harlot that could not bluſh , by the juſt ?Fadgment (ſaith he) of h.m 
hat mad: an Hypecrite to reign, and a Tyrant to domineer.

At firſt becauſe Rome was the chief City of the Empire, fron 
thence ( as from a Seminary) were preachers ſent to ſundry Na- 
tions ,* to preach and plant rhe Goſpel, or to confute Hereſies 
afterwards to provide vacant Benefices , and to ſupply theabſence 
ofthe Roman Biſhop mn Synods ; in ail which they did no other thing 
bur as other Biſhops might have done, and alſo did, | 

But when the Biſhops of R.me were made Patriarchs, and becam 
ambitious , theſe Legats did the ſame Offices at ſome times: bur 
therewith they began craftily to injoyn unto Archbiſhops and Mes 
tropolitans , to execute ſome things which they were commandec 
by the Word of God ro do; and they would give them power 
within their own Dioceſſes , as if Biſhops had been Vicars of the 
Roman Patriarchs , or his Legat. 

Theſe Primats did gladly imbrace the ſhow of Honour, that for 
reverence of the Roman Church rhey might. be the more reſpected 
in their own Juriſdiction, and ſometimes the more eaſily advance 
themſelves above their Competitors. 

Sometimes the Popes ſent: Legats into other Dioceſſes, with ſuch 
modeſty rhat they had Authority to attempt nothing without cons 
currence of the Biſhops, or Synod of that Countrey. 

Albeit theſe Legations were partly good and juſt, and at the 
worſt were tollerable, yetthey were not poteſtat:ve, or imperious, 
but charitative , or exhortatory : nevertheleſs rhe Popes brought 
the Churches and Biſhops into ſubjection by ſuch means ; for after» 
wards they were ſent only for ambitious Uſurpation, Covetouſneſs, 
and Worldly Afﬀeairs. 

The ordinary Legats at Piſa, Romandiola, Bononia, Ferrara,  A- 
viznon (andif there be any otherſuch) are Provincial Deputries,. 
Pretores, or Vice-Roys. | | 

The Nuncio's at the Court of the Emperor, or of any King, 
Prince, or State, are Ambaſladors , or Spies for Secular Afﬀeairs : 
The Affairs of any Church that are gainful, if they be of leſs ac- 
count, are reſerved unto the Judgment of the N#ncio; yet not 
definitively , but to: be determined at Rowe. And things of greater 
importance are wholly reſerved for the Court of Rome. 


The Ancient Bifhops of Rome did ſeverely injoyn their Legats to 
acknowledge duly the inferior Biſhops within their own JuriſdiQi- 
on ; but now they pafsby the Metropolirans, and draw all Aﬀtions 
unto themſelyesand the Court of Rowe, Likewife their Ambicion:

Gaalo, a Presbiter Cardinal of St. Mzrtis, crowned King Henry

nocent for Evgland and Ireland , and to ſwear faithfully to pay 
© Annual Rent for them, which his Father King John had granted 
long as he injoyed thoſe Realms. He deprived Simon Langton, 
chdeacon of Canterbury and Gervaſe de Habruge (who obſtinately 
dhered to Lewis and the Barons, and celebrated Divine Service to - 
em and the Londoners after their Excommunication) of their Be- 
fices,, for which they were compelled to go to Rewe.

Hereupon the King was 
ſo terrified with the Papes Menaces , that he and the Richeſt pre- 
lats complied with his Deſigns; paying 6006 Marks to the Pope, 
to the great impoveriſhing of the Realm z which was tranſporred 
by the Pope's Nancio and Merchants, to aid the Landzrav: againſt 
the Emperor Frederick ; ' part whereof he intercepting, grievoully 
reprehended the Effeminacy of the Engliſh, , and of Richard Earl 
of Cornwall , for yielding to the Popes party, to the Deſtruction 
of the Realm of England, and detriment of the Empire. 

The Pope intended to have interdicted the Realm of England, 
had they not paid his 6000 Marks,and the King by his Nencio's ſigni- 
fed his Compliance toit. Now all the conſolation and hope of re- 
lieving the Engliſh, expired ; their Enemies being their Judges.
